MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


MAYOR'S  ADDRESS. 


Sioux  City,  Iowa,  April  1,  1899. 

To  the  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Sioux  City. 

Gentlemen: — The  law  requires  that  the  Mayor  shall,  at 
the  first  reg-ular  meeting-  of  the  newly  elected  Council  in  April, 
and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may  deem  expedient,  report  to 
it  concerning-  the  municipal  affairs  of  the  City,  and  recommend 
such  measures  as  he  may  deem  advisable.  There  may  be  some 
doubt  as  to  whether  or  not  any  messag-e  is  required  from  me 
at  this  time ;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we  are  at  the  thres- 
hold of  the  second  fiscal  year  of  this  administration,  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  some  deliverance  reviewing-  the  past  and 
looking-  forward  to  the  future  may  not  be  entirely  devoid  of 
benefit. 

The  great  problem  of  most  municipalities  is  to  find  some 
means  of  applying-  to  City  affairs  the  same  rules  which  every 
successful  business  man  applies  to  his  own.  No  solution  of 
this  problem  is  possible  except  by  the  exercise  of  honesty, 
industry  and  common  sense. 

Your  honorable  body,  when  it  assumed  its  official  duties 
one  year  ag-o,  faced  a  rather  difficult  situation.  The  public  debt 
had  grown  to  such  proportions  as  to  forbid  any  further  in- 
crease. Owing  to  the  financial  string-ency  of  the  past  six  years 
the  taxpayers  had  demanded  lower  assessments  with  such  suc- 
cess that  our  revenues  were  so  reduced  as  to  render  the  most 
rig-id  economy  necessary  if  the  City  were  to  live  within  its  in- 
come. Our  floating  debt  was  about  $325,000,  and  bore  interest 
at  6  per  cent.  By  special  contract  the  City  had  agreed  to  pay 
on  some  of  this,  interest  at  the  rate  of  8  per  cent.  These  war- 
rants were,  many  of  them,  demand  warrants,  and  absorbed 
the  revenues  as  fast  as  they  fell  into  the  treasury.  It  was  my 
opinion  that  the  City  was  leg-ally  bound  to  use  the  revenues  of 
the  fiscal  year  to  pay  the  year's  expenses,  and  an  ordinance 
was  prepared  and  introduced  providing-  therefor.  While  the 
ordinance  was  pending-,  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State 
decided  the  matter,  and  declared  that  no  Iowa  city  can  pay 
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any  floating-  indebtedness  out  of  the  revenues  of  any  fiscal 
year  until  the  expenses  of  that  year  are  paid.  This  decision 
is  to  my  mind  one  of  the  most  far-reaching  and  beneficent 
character  to  Iowa  cities.  It  puts  them  on  a  cash  paying-  basis, 
and  reduces  the  possibilities  as  well  as  the  temptations  to 
form  a  floating  debt. 

Your  honorable  body  has  grappled  with  the  problem  of 
diminished  revenues  and  exhausted  debt  limit,  with  honesty, 
industry  and  common  sense.  I  desire  especially  to  commend 
the  painstaking  work  of  the  various  committees  in  studying, 
analysing  and  organizing  the  different  departments  of  the 
City  government.  To  select  for  special  mention  any  one  of 
the  various  committees  may  seem  invidious.  Yet  I  feel  that 
I  must  specially  acknowledge  the  excellent  work  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance  and  the  Auditing  Committee.  The  former 
committee  has  given  to  the  financial  affairs  of  the  City  the 
conservative,  wise  and  broad-minded  attention  which  is  neces- 
sary in  dealing  with  questions  of  debt,  credit  and  the  protec- 
tion of  the  City  against  loss.  Upon  the  Auditing  Committee 
has  rested  the  burden  of  the  examination  of  accounts,  the 
checking  over  of  price  lists,  and  all  the  petty  details  of  mun- 
icipal expenditures.  They  have  stood  between  the  public  and 
loss  by  overcharges  and  baseless  claims.  They  have  not 
hesitated  to  give  all  City  bills  the  same  searching  examination 
which  each  would  give  to  his  own.  They  have  shown  neither 
fear  nor  favor,  and  have  found  your  honorable  body  ever 
ready  to  sustain  them  in  their  reasonable  acts.  All  these 
committees  have  given  their  time  freely  to  their  work,  and  I 
am  convinced  that  very  few  among  their  constituents  are 
aware  of  the  amount  of  work  done  by  the  members  of  the 
Council  to  the  end  that  the  City  shall  receive  the  greatest  pos- 
sible return  for  its  money  expended. 

The  City  Auditor  will  present  in  his  annual  report  an 
analysis  of  our  financial  condition,  which  renders  any  tables 
of  statistics  in  this  report  unnecessary.  Some  months  ago 
your  honorable  body  set  itself  to  work  to  fund,  at  a  lower 
rate  of  interest,  the  City's  floating  debt.  The  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  and  myself  were  sent  to  visit  the 
holders  of  our  warrants  in  the  east,  to  arrange,  if  possible, 
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for  the  exchange  of  bonds  for  the  warrants.  An  issue  of 
$325,000  of  4  per  cent  20-year  bonds  was  authorized.  These 
have  been  engraved  and  executed,  and  to  the  amount  of 
$222,000  have  been  disposed  of,  and  a  like  amount  of  6  per 
cent  and  8  per  cent  paper  taken  up.  It  is  hoped  that  in  a 
very  short  time  the  entire  funding-  plan  will  be  carried  out. 
This  seems  to  me  to  be  the  best  thing-  possible  under  the 
circumstances,  and  its  success,  even  its  present  form,  a  mat- 
ter of  congratulation.  By  this  operation  the  interest  charg-e 
of  the  City  will  be  reduced  by  about  $7,500  annually,  and  the 
drain  of  demand  warrants  will  be  stopped. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  above  referred  to, 
coupled  with  the  provisions  of  the  new  Code  requiring  all  ap- 
propriations to  be  made  at  the  beginning-  of  each  fiscal  year, 
and  forbidding  any  expenditures  above  the  appropriations, 
if  conscientiously  followed,  will  prove  legal  safegards 
against  the  necessity  of  any  further  debt.  The  taxpayers 
may  therefore  confidently  hope  that  their  interest  charges 
will  not,  for  a  long  time,  be  increased.  The  burden  may  be 
heavy,  but  it  has  reached  its  limit. 

We  should  now  turn  our  attention  to  our  debts  as  they 
fall  due.  Large  blocks  of  bonds  will  become  payable  form 
year  to  year  in  the  near  future,  and  must  be  either  refunded 
or  paid.  It  is  ruinous  business  to  depend  upon  renewals  in 
lieu  of  payments.  The  law  requires  the  provision  of  an 
adequate  Sinking  Fund.  The  rules  of  business  require  the 
same  thing.  It  may  seem  like  piling  more  on  burdens 
already  heavy,  to  speak  of  Sinking  Funds;  but  in  my  opinion, 
this  Council  should  make  careful  calculations  as  to  how  much 
can  be  placed  in  such  a  fund,  and  as  large  an  amount  as  is 
practicable  should  be  levied  and  collected  annually,  to  the 
end  that,  besides  paying  our  interest,  we  shall  be  taking  care 
of  a  part,  at  least,  of  the  principal.  I  hope  that  this  fiscal 
year  may  in  future  be  pointed  to  as  marking  the  beginning 
of  a  gradual  decrease  of  both  interest  charge  and  aggregate 
debt  for  Sioux  City. 

Our  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  from  March  1,  1897  to 
March  31,  1898 — thirteen  months— were  $333,284.93.  For  the 
fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1899— twelve  months — counting 
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the  actual  receipts  to  March  1st,  and  estimating-  those  for 
March,  we  shall  receive  $239,349.75,  a  falling-  off  of 
$93,934.18.  This  falling-  off  of  revenue  represents  the  de- 
creased taxation  of  the  past  twelve  months  over  the  previous 
thirteen  months,  and  evidences  a  distinct  relief  to  the 
taxpayers. 

This  falling-  off  of  revenue  on  account  of  decreased  taxa- 
tion is  distributed  among  the  funds  as  follows:  In  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  there  was  a  decrease  of  $56,297.06.  In  the  Library 
Fund  the  decrease  was  $504.57;  in  the  Sewerage  Fund 
$5,559.20;  and  in  the  Seventeenth  Street  Sewer  Bond  Fund 
$4,446.08. 

No  Health  Fund  was  levied  for  last  year,  and  this  de- 
partment has  been  operated  upon  the  amount  left  over, 
causing  a  decrease  of  about  $14,000.  The  great  decrease  in 
the  Seventeenth  Street  Sewer  Bond  Fund  has  been  owing  to  a 
like  omission  to  make  a  levy  therefor,  by  our  predecessors. 

For  the  Water  and  Water  Bond  Funds  there  was  last  year 
a  total  revenue  of  $60,975.61.  This  year  it  is  only 
$15,353.78.  This  decrease  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
revenues  of  the  Waterworks,  other  than  taxes  collected,  have 
been  handled  by  the  Board  of  Waterworks  Trustees,  and 
not  turned  into  the  City  Treasury.  The  reports  of  this 
Board  are  on  file  in  the  Clerk's  office. 

In  the  Road,  Bridge,  Shipman  House  and  Library  Build- 
ing Funds  there  are  slig-ht  increases  of  revenue  owing-  to  in- 
creases in  the  tax  rate,  and  other  reasons.  In  the  Conting-ent 
Fund  there  has  been  an  increase  of  $13,612.20  in  the  past 
twelve  months  over  the  previous  thirteen.  Of  the  amount 
in  this  fund  about  $14,000  is  to  be  credited  to  the  collection 
of  Police  Court  fines.  Were  this  increase  in  fines  collected 
accompanied  or  caused  by  an  increase  of  crime,  it  would  be 
very  much  to  be  deplored.  But  an  examination  of  the 
report  of  the  Chief  of  Police  shows  that  such  is  not  the 
case;  and  it  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledg-e  that  the  City 
has  never  been  freer  from  crime  and  disorder  than  during 
the  past  year. 

The  City  Auditor's  report  will  show  that  the  expendit- 
ures of  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1899,  will  be  some- 
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thing-  like  $60,000  less  than  the  revenues.  This  is  a  very 
gratifying-  showing-.  It  means  that  the  net  City  debt  has 
been  decreasing-  for  the  past  twelve  months  at  the  rate  of 
about  $5,000  per  month,  and  that  such  decrease  has  g-one 
hand  in  hand  with  a  decrease  in  taxation. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  City  Council  take  such 
action  that  all  City  Officers  of  whom  reports  are  required, 
make  such  reports  promptly  at  the  proper  time.  These  re- 
ports are  of  importance  as  furnishing-  to  the  Council  and  to 
the  public  systematized  knowledge  of  City  affairs.  At  the 
next  meeting-  of  the  Council  after  the  time  for  filing  reports, 
it  would  be  well  to  have  the  Clerk  instructed  to  call  the  at- 
tention of  the  Council  to  all  omissions  to  report,  as  well  as 
to  reports  actually  made.  Such  omissions  should  then  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conduct  and  Accounts  of  City 
Officers  for  investigation. 

The  City's  system  of  records  seems  to  be  defective,  in 
failing  to  show  exactly  the  amount  of  interest  paid  on 
cancelled  warrants.  I  recommend  that  a  rule  be  adopted  re- 
quiring the  amount  of  interest,  if  any,  to  be  indorsed  upon 
each  warrant  cancelled,  and  that  a  receipt  for  such  interest 
be  taken  from  the  person  presenting  the  warrant  for  can- 
cellation. I  believe  that  the  law  requires  this  to  be  done, 
and  it  is  desirable  that  such  a  record  be  kept. 

The  City  Auditor's  office  should  contain  a  complete 
system  of  books  from  which  a  minute  knowledge  of  municipal 
finances  may  be  obtained  with  ease  and  dispatch.  Good 
book-keeping  is  the  prime  safeguard  against  bad  financial 
methods,  just  as  well  lighted  streets  are  a  protection  against 
crimes  of  violence.  The  City  government  carries  on  one  of 
the  heaviest  businesses  in  the  City.  For  its  books  to  be  less 
complete  or  efficient  in  showing  its  condition,  as  a  whole  and 
in  detail,  than  those  of  any  bank,  trust  company  or  whole- 
sale house,  would  be  a  reproach  to  the  officers  having  them 
in  charge.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  our  present  municipal 
officers  are  vastly  improving  our  system  of  records.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  matter  of  recording  amounts  of  interest  paid  on 
warrants,  mentioned  above,  I  recommend  that  all  paid  inter- 
est coupons,  bonds  and  assessment  certificates  be  turned  over

by  the  Treasurer  to  the  Auditor  monthly  for  cancellation. 
A  complete  system  of  checks  should  exist  between  these  two 
offices.  Precedents  should  be  established  for  our  successors, 
so  that  the  book-keeping-  of  the  City  may  never  ag-ain  fall 
into  confusion. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  the  proper  custodian  of  the  City's 
Funds,  and  the  collection  of  moneys  by  other  officers  should 
be  discouraged.  I  have  adopted  the  plan  of  requiring-  the 
Sexton  of  Floyd  Cemetery  to  pay  into  the  City  Treasurer's 
office  moneys  collected  for  sales  of  lots,  before  the  deed  is 
issued.  The  rule  in  the  past  has  been  for  the  Mayor  to 
receive  this  money.  I  think  this  rule  a  bad  one  from 
every  standpoint,  and  I  believe  that  the  same  is  true  of  the 
methods  in  vogue  for  the  collection  of  the  Shipman  House 
Fund.  There  is  no  reason  why  these  tenants  should  not 
be  required  to  pay  their  rent  on  the  first  of  each  month  at 
the  Treasurer's  office.  Failure  to  do  this  should  be  followed 
by  a  notice  to  quit. 

The  law  requires  that  the  City  Treasurer  shall  disburse 
moneys  only  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  proper  officer  and 
sealed  with  the  City  Seal.  This  provision  has  never  been 
applied  to  payments  of  interest  or  principal  of  bonds,  and  to 
some  other  obligations.  I  am  convinced  that  the  law  applies 
to  these  things,  and  should  be  conformed  to.  I  see  no  diffi- 
culties in  obeying  it,  and  if  there  were  such,  that  would  be 
no  reason  for  disregarding  a  plain  provision  of  the  law.  The 
time  for  these  payments  is  known,  and  bills  should  be  passed, 
by  the  Council,  warrants  drawn  by  the  Auditor,  sealed  by  the 
Mayor,  and  presented  for  payment  at  the  proper  time.  This 
may  be  reg-arded  as  an  innovation,  but  I  feel  that  it  is  one  in 
the  direction  of  compliance  with  a  wise  and  plain  provision  of 
statute. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Health  and  the  special  com- 
mittee appointed  by  your  honorable  body,  have  labored 
industriously  to  find  a  solution  of  the  Floyd  river  problem. 
This  river  has  become  more  and  more  of  a  nuisance  year  by 
year  on  account  of  the  pollution  of  its  water.  The  people 
expect  something  to  be  done  to  abate  it.  No  plan  which  does 
not  involve  the  expenditure  of  from  $20,000  to  $30,000  seems 
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adequate  or  practicable.  The  plan  recommended  by  the  City 
Engineer  provides  for  straightening-  the  river  from  Chambers 
street  to  the  Missouri,  and  the  building-  of  a  flushing--dam  at 
Leech  street.  It  would  seem  that  this  whole  matter  should 
be  referred  to  the  people  at  a  special  election  called  for  that 
purpose. 

Some  time  ago  the  City  Meat  Inspector  reported  to  me 
that  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  many  of  the  cows  in  the 
dairy  herds  supplying  milk  to  this  market  were  effected  with 
tuberculosis.  Such  action  was  taken  that  the  Governor  of 
the  State  sent  the  State  Veterinarian  here  to  investigate,  and 
for  some  weeks  past  he  and  his  assistants  have  been  testing 
the  herds  by  means  of  the  tuberculin  test.  At  this  time 
eighteen  herds  comprising  484  cows  have  been  tested,  and 
eighty-seven  cows  have  been  found  diseased.  This  result 
completely  justifies  the  action  taken.  Where  one  cow  in 
every  five  is  affected  with  tuberculosis  the  condition  is  a  grave 
one.  Tuberculosis  is  of  all  diseases  the  greatest  scourge  of 
the  human  race.  Nine  persons  die  of  it  in  Iowa  every  day, 
and  every  seventh  death  is  caused  by  it.  The  people  of  Sioux 
City  may  now  use  the  milk  of  these  herds  with  confidence  that 
the  diseased  animals  have  been  removed  and  destroyed.  It  is 
probable  that  the  cows  owned  by  people  not  in  the  dairy  bus- 
iness are  as  largely  affected  as  were  the  dairy  herds  before 
inspection,  and  where  families  are  supplied  entirely  from  one 
cow,  the  danger  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  is  greater  than 
where  the  milk  used  is  in  great  part  from  healthy  cows,  as  was 
the  case  in  the  dairy  herds  even  before  inspection.  I  would 
recommend  that  some  ordinance  be  passed  providing  for  the 
testing  of  all  cows  whose  milk  is  sold,  whether  owned  by 
dairymen  or  private  parties.  The  dairy  herds  which  have 
been  inspected  are  now  free  from  disease,  and  should  be  kept 
so.  The  dairymen  whose  property  has  in  some  measure  been 
lost  by  this  inspection,  are  to  be  commended  for  their  reason- 
ableness in  submitting  to  the  test,  and  promptness  in  disposing 
of  the  diseased  cattle.  Having  submitted  to  loss  for  the 
protection  of  the  public  health,  it  is  no  more  than  fair  that  all 
persons  competing  with  them  be  required  to  conform  to 
similar  requirements.

The  use  of  a  cheap  quality  of  steam  coal  makes  the  smoke 
nuisance  a  serious  one  in  Sioux  City.  I  am  advised  that 
certain  concerns  making-  devices  for  the  prevention  of  smoke 
offer  to  put  them  in  on  trial  and  without  expense.  The 
library  building-  chimney  is  one  of  the  most  offensive  in  the 
City  in  this  respect.  I  would  recommend  that  if  some  smoke 
preventing  device  can  be  found  at  a  price  not  too  high,  it  be 
taken  by  the  City  on  trial,  and  that  if  the  City's  experience 
prove  the  practicability  of  such  a  measure,  an  ordinance  be 
passed  for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisance. 

The  Floyd  Cemetery  is  all  sold,  with  the  exception  of  a 
very  few  lots,  and  in  such  a  condition  it  ceases  to  be  a  public 
cemetery,  but  must  be  maintained  hereafter  for  the  benefit  of 
those  only  who  own  the  lots.  There  is  no  remedy  for  this 
condition  except  the  extension  of  the  cemetery.  The  sale  of 
lots  this  year  has  brought  into  the  treasury  the  sum  of  $355. 
Unless  new  ground  is  acquired,  practically  no  revenue  will 
come  in  from  this  source  next  year. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  heartily  commend  the  spirit  in 
which  this  Council  has  conducted  the  business  of  the  City 
during  the  past  year,  and  congratulate  you  upon  the  success 
of  your  work.  Rigid  economy  has  been  your  watchword. 
The  result  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  our  average  daily 
expense  is  only  a  fraction  of  what  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 
Such  economy  has  been  no  more  than  the  people  had  a  right 
to  expect,  and  you  have  been  performing  your  simple  duty 
and  no  more.  The  manner  of  performing  it,  however,  has 
been  very  creditable.  The  same  careful  management  is  re- 
quired for  the  future.  Our  revenues  for  next  year  will  be 
substantially  the  same  as  for  the  past.  We  should  be  able 
to  pay  cash  for  all  City  expenses,  and  make  another  consider- 
able reduction  in  our  debt.  The  temptation  to  more  freedom 
in  expenditures  will  be  strong,  but  should  be  firmly  resisted. 
I  thank  you  for  your  uniform  courtesy  to  me  in  the  past,  and 
bespeak  your  indulgence  for  the  future.

Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council,  City  of  Sioux  City. 

GkntxemKn: — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1899,  tog-ether  with  tables 
showing-  the  present  financial  condition  of  this  City. 

I  beg  to  congratulate  your  honorable  body  and  the  heads 
of  departments  for  the  economical  management  of  the  City 
during  the  past  year;  the  result  being  a  net  surplus  of 
$58,884.13  between  the  income  and  expenditures  of  the  year, 
while  the  revenue  derived  from  taxation  was  $65,308.87  less 
than  that  of  the  previous  year. 

This  economical  showing,  while  gratifying,  should  not 
be  used  as  an  argument  for  expending  an  increased  amount 
this  year,  as  many  years  of  just  such  economy  will  be 
required  to  place  this  City  out  of  debt. 

To  equal  the  saving  this  year  will  require  as  watchful 
care  over  the  departments  and  Council  committees  as  during 
the  past  year.

The  bonded  debt  has  been  increased  during-  the  past  year 
by  an  issue  of  $325,000.00  4  per  cent  Funding-  Bonds,  due 
January  1,  1919.  $222,000.00  of  this  issue  have  been  exchang-ed 
for  General  Fund  warrants  drawing-  6  per  cent,  leaving 
$103,000.00  in  the  City  Treasurer's  hands  for  sale  or 
exchange  for  the  remaining  General  and  Contingent  Fund 
warrants  outstanding. 

The  floating  warrant  indebtedness  funded  by  these  bonds 
has  been  a  millstone  around  the  neck  of  the  City  for  years 
during  which  interest  at  6  per  cent  has  been  paid  and  on 
portions  of  the  debt  by  special  agreement  8  and  10  per  cent 
have  been  paid.  Subsequent  issues  of  warrants  went  at  a 
discount  of  from  10  to  30  per  cent  and  the  City  paid  this 
discount  in  the  cost  of  supplies  purchased. 

After  the  issue  Funding  Bonds  on  May  1,  1890,  and  the 
application  of  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  towards  the  floating 
General  Fund  warrant  debt  at  that  time,  there  remained  out- 
standing a  net  balance  of  $26,374.24  with  interest  thereon. 
The  following  fiscal  year  the  General  Fund  was  further  over- 
drawn $70,076.45. 
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The   next  year,   1892-93,  the  warrants  issued 

against  the  General  Fund  amounted  to ... .  $336,364.25 
The  receipts  during-  the  year  were   141,570.38 

Leaving-  an  overdraft  for  the  year   $194,793.87 

Of  this  enormous  overdraft  $75,603.36  was  caused  by  the 
disastrous  Floyd  river  flood  of  that  year. 

From  March  1,  1893,  to  April  1,  1898,  by  transfers  from 
other  funds  to  the  General  Fund  of  $82,718.41,  and  by  over- 
drafts on  the  Contingent  Fund,  the  warrants  drawn  upon  the 
General  Fund  have  been  kept  within  the  receipts  thereof.  On 
this  floating  debt  over  $125,000  interest,  extra  interest,  and 
commissions  have  been  paid. 

On  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office  one  year  ago  I  found 
an  unknown  Bonded  and  Floating  debt.  Since  that  time  I  have 
carefully  checked  over  50,000  warrants,  and  the  records  per- 
taining thereto,  issued  since  March,  1886,  when  this  City 
became  a  City  of  the  first  class.  A  large  number  of  warrants 
were  found  to  have  been  paid  which  the  Auditor's  and 
Treasurer's  records  carried  as  outstanding". 

The  tables  of  outstanding  bonds,  warrants  and  certifi- 
cates with  this  report  show  the  exact  state  of  the  City's  debt 
after  a  thorough  examination  of  the  Auditor's  and  Treasurer's 
offices.  In  order  that  the  exact  state  of  each  bond  fund  may 
be  ascertained  at  any  time  I  would  recommend  that  all  bonds, 
certificates  and^coupons  paid  by  the  Treasurer  be  delivered  to 
this  office  upon  a  proper  receipt  being  given,  and  that  dupli- 
cate receipts  for  amounts  received  by  the  Treasurer  on  account 
of  special  assessment  funds  be  filed  in  this  office.  Duplicate 
receipts  for  all  other  funds  are  now  filed  in  the  Auditor's 
office  and  all  paid  warrants  are  returned.  This  City  has  paid 
as  much  as  $1,500  for  expert  accountant's  services  in  a  single 
year  ;  with  these  few  changes  in  the  system  of  accounting, 
such  expenditures  will  be  unnecessary. 

The  Finance  Committee  should  hold  regular  meetings 
each  month  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  Auditor's  and 
Treasurer's  accounts  and  cancelling  the  warrants,  bonds  and 
coupons  paid  during  the  preceding  month. 

All  contracts  and  papers  relating  to  appropriations  and 
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finances  should  be  filed  in  this  office  in  order  that  claims 
against  the  City  may  be  properly  audited. 

Owing-  to  the  failure  of  property  owners  to  pay  special 
assessments,  a  large  amount  of  District  Improvement  Bonds 
are  past  due  and  unpaid.  In  numerous  instances  property  has 
been  sold  at  "scavenger  sale"  for  a  small  per  cent  of  the 
special  assessment  thereon. 

The  amount  received  of  the  County  Treasurer  from  such 
sales  has  been  credited  on  the  original  assessment  by  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  balance  being-  re-certified  for  collection  the 
following-  year.  As  such  property  is  now  advancing-  in  value 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  special  assessments  will  eventually 
be  paid. 

During  1894-1895,  $98,000  of  District  Improvement  Bonds 
then  past  due,  were  taken  up  by  an  issue  of  Refunding  Dis- 
trict Improvement  Bonds  due  1899  to  1902.  These  bonds 
draw  the  same  interest  as  the  previous  bonds,  but  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  the  exchange,  2  per  cent  commission 
was  paid  from  the  General  Fund;  $28,000  of  these  Refunding 
Bonds  fall  due  this  year. 

To  avoid  any  technical  liability  on  the  part  of  the  City  it 
would  seem  advisable  to  not  refund  any  more  District  Im- 
provement Bonds,  to  cease  paying  interest  on  past  due  bonds 
on  which  all  coupons  have  been  paid,  and  not  allow  special 
assessment  funds  to  be  overdrawn. 

From  the  proceeds  of  the  $375,000  Funding  and  Refund- 
ing Bonds  issued  May  1,  1890,  $26,390.27  was  applied  on 
sewerage  obligations  and  $96,860.17  on  Waterworks  Bonds 
and  warrants.  These  debts  should  not  have  been  merged 
into  the  General  Fund  debt  and  the  Bond  Fund  should  be  re- 
imbursed for  the  amounts  so  diverted  with  interest  at  4^2  per 
cent  per  annum. 

There  appears  to  be  $1,800.00  of  Paving  and  Curbing 
City  Improvement  Bonds  outstanding  for  which  Refunding 
Bonds  have  been  issued  and  sold  by  a  former  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  the  proceeds  deposited  in  one  of  the  banks  of  this 
City.  As  long  as  two  sets  of  bonds  are  out  for  this  same  debt 
the  remaining  proceeds  of  the  bond  sale  should  be  in  the  City 
Treasury. 
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The  yearly  interest  charge  was  reduced  nearly  $10,000 
last  year  by  payments  made  on  the  warrant  indebtedness  and 
by  the  new  issue  of  Funding  Bonds,  but  as  the  interest  now 
paid  is  one-third  of  all  the  expenditures  of  the  City,  your 
honorable  body  can  effect  a  greater  saving  by  continuing  to 
reduce  the  rates  of  interest  than  by  any  other  means. 

The  City  Treasurer  has  paid  interest  on  Police  Station 
mortgage,  interest  on  time  warrants,  and  commissions  to 
eastern  banks  for  which  no  warrants  have  been  authorized. 
The  Council's  attention  was  called  to  this  about  a  year  ago  by 
Accountant  Geo.  J.  Stevens,  but  no  action  was  taken  in  the 
matter.  I  would  suggest  that  bills  for  these  amounts  be 
allowed  by  the  Council  and  warrants  properly  drawn  therefor. 

As  the  County  Treasurer  is  allowed  by  law  to  retain 
three-fourths  of  1  per  cent  for  collecting  special  assessments, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  reimburse  the  special  assessment  funds 
from  the  General  Fund,  or  to  levy  an  additional  assessment 
upon  the  property  owners  for  all  amounts  paid  through  the 
County  Treasury  in  order  that  outstanding  bonds  and  certifi- 
cates may  be  paid  in  full.

CITY  ENGINEER'S  REPORT, 


Sioux  City,  Iowa,  April  4,  1899. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Gkntlembn: — In  compliance  with  ordinance  passed 
March  28,  1888,  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  work 
done  for  the  City,  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the 
Engineering  Department,  during-  the  fiscal  year  ending 
April  6,  1899.  As  you  are  aware,  the  financial  condition  of 
the  City  was  not  such  as  to  allow  any  great  amount  of  new 
improvement.  There  has  been  a  large  amount  of  repair 
work  done  under  the  supervision  of  Street  Commissioner  and 
Inspector  of  Sewers  in  which  the  Engineering  Department 
has  rendered  considerable  assistance,  also  to  the  City  Attor- 
ney in  the  several  damage  suits  against  the  City. 

The  most  important  work  in  the  way  of  new  construc- 
tion during  the  year  was  the  paving  and  curbing  of  Sixth, 
Third,  Fifth  and  Water  streets  and  the  alleys  in  twelve 
blocks  in  the  central  part  of  the  City.  The  greater  part  of 
the  time  of  this  Department  was  occupied  by  these  contracts, 
as  the  preliminary  field  work  and  preparation  of  specifica- 
tions began  early  in  the  season  and  the  last  assessment 
finished  January  14,  1899. 

The  following  schedule  shows  the  date  of  awarding 
contracts,  acceptance  by  the  City  Council,  and  distribution  of 
cost  of  contracts  above  mentioned.

The  contract  for  paving  alleys  in  Blocks  14,  15  ,16,  17,  18, 
19,  20,  21,  22,  23,  29  and  30,  Sioux  City  East  Addition  was 
awarded  to  J.  W.  Smith,  July  18,  1898,  at  $1.44%  per  square 
yard.  Mr.  Smith  was  afterward  released  and  the  contract 
was  awarded  to  Hansen  Bros,  at  $1.59  per  square  yard. 
Work  was  commenced  on  this  contract  October  12,  1898,  and 
continued  until  November  22,  when  stopped  by  unfavorable 
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weather.  The  alleys  in  five  blocks  were  completed  and  the 
amount  laid  was  5,475  square  yards,  leaving-  6,838  square 
yards  to  be  laid  this  season. 

The  items  of  incidentals  include,  as  provided  by  ordi- 
nance, engineering,  clerk  hire,  inspection  and  advertising-. 
There  was  also  charg-ed  to  brick  paving-  a  rattler,  costing, 
$169.81. 

All  material  used  in  the  work  was  subjected  to  rigid 
tests  and  inspection.  A  complete  daily  record  of  all  paving 
operations  was  kept  and  compiled  as  a  permanent  record  and 
tabulated  statements  of  cement  and  brick  tests  are  filed  for 
record  in  this  office. 

The  cost  of  curbing  Sixth,  Third,  Water  and  Fifth 
streets,  and  the  distribution  thereof,  is  shown  by  the 
following:

The  item  of  incidentals  for  curbing  would  seem  out  of 
proportion  to  the  cost  of  the  work  but  printing-  and  adver- 
tising cost  the  same  as  for  paving,  and  inspectors  were 
placed  on  the  work,  which  has  not  been  done  heretofore.  As 
a  result  of  having  inspectors  to  look  after  and  see  that  the 
work  was  properly  done,  and  no  unnecessary  curbing  reset, 
no  complaint  was  made  in  regard  to  curbing,  as  in  the  pre- 
ceding years. 

BRIDGES. 

A  large  number  of  bridges  were  examined  during  the 
year,  some  of  which  were  repaired  by  the  Street  Commissioner, 
and  rive  new  ones  were  built  according  to  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment, to  replace  those  condemned. 

The  following  shows  the  location  of  each  bridge,  name 
of  contractor,  date  of  contract  and  acceptance,  kind  of  bridge 
and  cost.

Plans  and  specifications  have  been  prepared  for  a  sani- 
tary sewerage  system  for  Smith's  Villa  Addition.  Estimated 
cost,  $4,177. 

Plans  have  also  been  prepared  for  a  storm  water  sewer 
on  Thirteenth  street  from  Virginia  street  to  Jackson  street. 
Estimated  cost,  $1,088. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  a  tunnel  under  Sioux  City 
Bridge  Company's  tracks  were  prepared,  the  estimated  cost 
being  $2,100.  The  scheme  was  abandoned  on  account  of  ex- 
pense. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Street  Committee, 
the  matter  of  straightening  Perry  Creek  was  investigated. 
Considerable   progress   has   been   made.      With  favorable 
weather  it  is  hoped  that  the  survey  will  soon  be  finished  and 
4  a  practicable  scheme  devised. 

GRADES  AND  GRADING. 

All  grading  was  done  by  the  Street  Commissioner,  the 
largest  amount  being  done  on  the  Military  Road  leading  to 
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the  Big-  Sioux  River.  Four  thousand  four  hundred  and 
twenty  cubic  yards  were  removed  at  a  cost  of  $530.00. 

The  Nebraska  street  grade  came  up  for  its  annual  con- 
sideration requiring  a  great  deal  of  attention  from  this  office. 
Stakes  were  set  twice  on  said  street  and  on  all  streets  inter- 
secting-, between  Ninth  and  Fifteenth  streets;  several  profiles 
were  made. 

Levels  are  being-  taken  on  Morning  Side,  as  per  instruction 
of  City  Council,  and  profiles  will  soon  be  submitted. 

FLOYD  RIVER  IMPROVEMENT. 

Acting  under  instructions  of  the  Special  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  City  Council  to  investigate  the  Floyd  River 
nuisance,  surveys,  levels  and  soundings  of  Floyd  River  and 
vicinity  were  made.  These  investigations  required  nearly 
two  months'  time,  and  my  report  to  the  Committee,  submitted 
by  them  to  the  Council,  is  of  such  recent  date  that  no  effort 
will  be  made  in  this  report  to  review  the  matter.  It  is  urged, 
however,  that  the  Council  take  such  action  as  will  g-et  the 
work  under  way  before  the  June  rise  of  the  Missouri  River,  if 
it  is  found  advisable  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  report 
at  all. 

PERMITS. 

During  the  year  sixty-two  permits  were  issued  for  remov- 
ing pavement,  and  forty-three  permits  for  sewer  connections. 

RECORDS. 

The  records  in  this  office,  consisting  of  plats  in  atlas 
form,  giving  location  of  Water  Pipes,  Hydrants,  Valves,  and 
Special  Castings,  Sewers,  Manholes,  Flushtanks,  Catch 
Basins  and  Connections,  Lights,  and  Fire  Alarm  Boxes, 
Paving  and  Curbing  were  complete  up  to  1896.  Since  that 
time  they  have  not  been  kept  up  for  lack  of  assistance. 
These  records  were  started  in  first-class  shape  and  can  be 
carried  on  with  very  little  expenditure,  but  in  their  present 
condition  are  of  very  little  use,  as  the  changes  and  new  im- 
provements are  not  recorded,  and  errors  are  likely  to  occur  if 
relied  upon  for  reference. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Attention  is  -called  to  permits  issued  from  this  office  fo* 
sewer  connections  and  removing  of  pavement.     While  the 
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sewer  connections  are  carefully  looked  after  by  the  Sewer 
Inspector,  all  other  excavations  in  streets  and  alleys  are  made 
without  permits,  and  often  without  knowledge  of  the  author- 
ities until  their  attention  is  called  to  the  matter  by  notice  to 
refill  the  trench  or  by  a  damage  suit  against  the  City.  The 
fact  that  there  is  but  little  trouble  with  sewer  trenches  shows 
the  expediency  of  requiring  permits  for  all  excavations  made 
in  the  streets  or  alleys  and  the  appointment  of  an  inspector 
to  look  after  the  refilling  and  to  keep  a  record  of  all  excava- 
tions thus  made. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  present  bridge  over  Floyd 
River  on  Fourth  street  be  replaced  with  a  steel  structure  in 
the  near  future. 

Also  that  a  storm  water  sewer  be  constructed  on  Sixth 
street  from  the  west  line  of  Pearl  street  to  the  center  of 
Park  street,  thence  south  on  Park  street  to  Perry  Creek. 

The  total  cost  of  improvements  planned,  specified  and 
executed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Engineering  Depart- 
ment during  the  last  fiscal  year  was  $78,791.12  and  prelimi- 
nary surveys  were  made  and  plans  and  specifications  prepared 
for  projected  improvements  to  the  amount  of  $31,965.  The 
total  expense  of  the  department,  including  cost  of  inspection, 
was  $4,040.80,  or  3.6  per  cent  of  total  amount  of  improve- 
ments planned. 

Of  this  amount  $2,319.00  was  charged  directly  to  the 
expense  of  paving  and  curbing  and  was  paid  by  the  owners  of 
property  along  the  streets  thus  improved,  leaving  $1,721.80 
the  net  expense  of  this  department. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Mayor,  members  of 
the  City  Council,  heads  and  employes  of  the  various  depart- 
ments for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  this  department.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council,  Sioux  City,  Iowa. 

GkntxBmen:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my 
ninth  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  March  31,  1899,  the  same  being-  the  eleventh  annual 
report  since  the  organization  of  the  paid  Fire  Department,  and 
which  contains  a  complete  record  of  the  operations  of  the 
Department  during  the  year,  its  present  condition,  and  recom- 
mendations as  to  the  future. 

The  Fire  Department  at  the  present  time  consists  of  a 
Chief,  Assistant  Chief,  Electrician,  seven  Captains  and  sev- 
enteen regular  Firemen,  (including  the  man  at  Leeds. )  There 
are  at  the  present  time  in  the  service  nineteen  head  of  horses. 
Also  the  following  apparatus:  Four  hose  wagons,  three 
chemical  engines,  one  aerial  truck,  with  75-foot  extension  lad- 
der, one  city  truck,  one  Silsby  steamer  in  reserve  and  one 
Silsby  two-horse  hose  cart  in  reserve,  one  Chief's  buggy,  one 
Chief's  buggy  (old),  two  supply  wagons  and  one  Electrician's 
wagon.  We  have  9,950  feet  of  hose  as  follows:  3,700  feet  of 
cotton,  good;  3,650  feet  of  cotton,  second-class,  and  1,900  feet 
of  cotton  and  700  feet  of  rubber,  poor. 

TOSSES. 

Our  losses  the  past  year  have  been  extremely  light;  in 
fact,  less  than  any  year  since  the  organization  of  the  paid 
Fire  Department.  We  have  answered  alarms  as  follows:  25 
box,  83  telephone,  and  22  still  alarms,  making  a  total  of  130 
alarms,  from  which  the  total  loss  to  property  by  fire  was 
$21,565.38.  The  insurance  carried  on  same  was  $556,400.00, 
and  the  loss  to  insurance  was  $16,057.38,  leaving  a  net  loss  of 
only  $5,508.00. 

In  answering  the  above  alarms  the  Fire  Department 
traveled  569  miles  and  four  blocks;  worked  102  hours  and  5 
minutes;  laid  42,450  feet  of  hose,  and  stacked  755  feet  of  lad- 
der.   Eighty-six  of  the  fires  were  in  wooden  buildings,  twenty- 
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five  in  brick  building's,  two  in  corrugated  iron  buildings, 
thirteen  in  outbuildings,  rubbish  piles,  etc.,  and  four  were 
false  alarms. 

EXPENSES. 

One  year  a.go  the  City  Council  appropriated  the  sum  of 
$21,800.00  for  the  Fire  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
March  31,  1899,  which  was  $3,116.28  less  than  the  smallest 
expense  account  of  any  year  for  the  Fire  Department  since 
the  org-anization  of  the  full  paid  Department.  We  have  man- 
aged to  keep  within  our  appropriation  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  met  with  several  unlooked  for  expensive  accidents 
this  year  and  still  have  to  our  credit  the  sum  of  $9.07.  As 
you  will  see  from  the  following  items  of  expense,  the  expenses 
this  year  have  been  as  follows :

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ACCIDENTS. 

We  have  had  three  accidents  this  year,  and  while  the 
men  in  each  instance  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  escape 
injury,  we  have  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  a  horse  in  two  in- 
stances and  practically  lost  one  in  the  third,  he  being  injured 
so  badly  that  he  was  unfit  for  further  service  in  the  Fire 
Department.    The  accidents  occurred  as  follows : 

September  11th,  at  a  fire  in  Julius  Pappe's  residence,  1503 
Nebraska  street,  No.  2  chemical  team  ran  away  down  Ne- 
braska street  and  ran  into  a  car  near  Second  and  Nebraska, 
badly  injuring  one  of  the  horses'  backs,  thereby  unfitting  him 
for  further  duty  in  the  Fife  Department,  and  I  have  since  sold 
him  for  $25.00. 

The  next  accident  occurred  October  8th.  While  making 
an  exhibition  run  the  last  night  of  the  Carnival,  one  of  the 
No.  2  chemical  horses  fell  dead. 

The  last  accident  occurred  December  5th.  When  No.  2 
truck  was  making  a  run  to  a  fire  in  G.  Koener's  upholstering 
shop,  306  Sixth  street,  they  ran  into  one  of  the  Central  Trac- 
tion Company's  cars  at  Fifth  and  Jackson  streets,  killing  one 
of  the  horses  and  badly  damaging  the  truck. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

We  have  done  little  in  the  way  of  making  improvements 
the  past  year.  We  have  repainted  the  No.  3  hose  wagon  and 
Chief's  buggy  and  have  exchanged  the  No.  5  combination 
hose  wagon  and  chemical  for  a  new  hose  wagon,  which  I 
think  is  a  great  improvement.  We  have  kept  all  of  our  build- 
ings in  good  repair,  all  work  being  done  by  the  members  of 
the  Fre  Department  as  far  as  possible. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  recommend  that  you  add  four  more  men  to  our 
Department  as  we  are  very  short  handed  on  our  hose  com- 
panies and  No.  2  truck. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  Hunter's  Life  Net, 
a  Vajen  Bader  Smoke  Protector  and  a  Deluge  Set,  and  if  the 
City  can  afford  it,  I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a 
switch  board  and  storage  battery  for  the  Fire  Alarm  System, 
as  the  storage  battery  furnishes  a  great  deal  more  even 
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current  and  after  it  is  once  installed  the  cost  of  maintenance 
is  only  about  10  to  15  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  our  present 
Gravity  System. 

There  is  one  more  thing-  that  I  would  like  to  call  your 
attention  to,  and  that  is  the  necessity  of  putting-  in  a  boiler 
and  heating-  plant  at  No.  3.  I  believe  that  the  cost  of  a  plant 
could  easily  be  saved  in  three  years  in  the  cost  of  fuel  and  the 
men  would  be  much  more  comfortable. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  desire  to  extend  my  thanks 
to  your  honorable  body  and  especially  the  Fire  Committee,  to 
his  honor,  the  Mayor,  to  the  Chief  of  Police  and  his  assistants 
and  to  the  City  Auditor  and  City  Clerk  for  the  generous  sup- 
port rendered  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  and  it 
affords  me  great  pleasure  to  commend  and  testify  to  the  zeal 
of  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Department,  in  making 
the  Department  efficient  and  for  their  prompt  and  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duties.

The  above  is  simply  a  repetition  of  my  former  monthly 
reports,  this  merely  giving-  total  amount  used  for  bridges, 
streets  and  sidewalks,  and  disposition  of  material. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  once  more  to  the 
hill  streets;  my  past  year's  experience  more  fully  impressing- 
the  need  of  storm  water  sewers  or  paving-.  Many  streets  al- 
ready having-  been  washed  several  feet  below  grade,  the  cost 
of  repairing-  same  will  soon  far  exceed  the  cost  of  storm 
sewers  now. 

Another  problem  confronting-  us  is  the  cedar  block 
paving-.  It  is  simply  beyond  repair  and  I  am  fearful  the 
greater  part  of  it  will  be  washed  out  if  we  have  heavy 
spring  rains. 

Would  also  sugg-est  that  an  inspector  be  appointed 
during-  the  summer  season  to  look  after  the  proper  filling-  of 
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ditches  opened  by  the  gas  men  and  plumbers,  as  those  con- 
nections have  been  a  great  source  of  trouble  and  expense 
to  the  City.

Sioux  City,  Iowa,  May  31,  1898. 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council,  Sioux  City,  Iowa. 

Gentlemen: — Herewith  I  submit  my  annual  report  as 
compiled  from  regular  monthly  reports  on  file  in  City  Clerk's 
office,  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1899. 


Fish,  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in  Various  Amounts. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Health  investigation 
was  carried  on  by  the  State  authorities  among-  the  dairy 
herds  of  the  City  and  the  percentage  of  milch  cows  affected 
with  Tuberculosis  proved  to  be  even  greater  than  expected, 
there  being  over  20  per  cent  of  the  animals  tested,  affected 
with  the  disease,  the  same  being-  condemned  for  dairy  use. 

I  have  g-ood  reason  to  believe  that  some  cases  of  Anthrax 
have  existed  inside  the  corporate  limits,  the  owners  of  such 
animals,  failing  to  make  any  report.  I  am  therefore  unable 
to  give  the  number  of  animals  affected,  but  would  impress 
upon  all,  the  importance  of  reporting  cases  of  Anthrax  to  the 
proper  authorities  and  thoroughly  destroying  the  carcass  of 
animals  dead  of  the  disease,  either  by  fire  or  quick  lime,  so 
that  no  new  fields  of  contagium  be  formed.

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  WATERWORKS, 


Sioux  City,  Iowa,  April  11,  1899. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Waterworks  of  Sioux  City. 

Gentlemen: — I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting-  this,  my 
annual  report,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Waterworks  of  Sioux 
City,  Iowa,  for  that  part  of  the  fiscal  year  commencing-  April 
9,  1898,  the  date  when  the  Board  of  Trustees  assumed  control 
of  said  Waterworks,  and  ending  March  31,  1899,  the  term 
lacking  just  eight  days  of  being  twelve  months. 

The  date  of  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  of  the  City 
having  been  changed  from  March  1  to  April  1,  it  became 
necessary  for  the  Water  Department  to  collect  water  rentals 
for  thirteen  months  for  the  fiscal  year,  which  includes  the 
month  of  March,  1899,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  Statute.  I 
will  here  state  that  T.  A.  Strong,  former  Secretary  of  the^ 
Waterworks,  between  March  1,  1898,  and  April  9,  1898, 
collected  the  sum  of  $4,888.60  in  water  rentals  belonging  to 
the  year  just  closed,  and  turned  the  same  over  to  the  City 
Treasurer,  and  the  same  has  been  used  by  the  City,  and 
in  making  any  comparison  of  the  revenue  of  the  Water 
Department  for  the  past  year  with  the  revenue  of  any  pre- 
vious year,  said  sum  so  paid  to  the  City  must  be  included 
with  the  amount  collected  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1899. 

In  Order  that  it  may  be  understood  what  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  year  it  is  necessary  that  a  brief 
statement  be  made  of  the  condition  of  the  Waterworks  at  the 
time  the  Board  of  Trustees  assumed  control  thereof. 

While  I  understood  that  the  machinery  and  water  supply 
at  the  two  pumping  stations  was  not  in  g-ood  condition,  I  was 
not  prepared  for  the  actual  condition  in  which  I  found 
the  same  when  I  entered  upon  my  duties  as  Superintendent. 

At  the  Main  street  station  I  found  pump  No.  2  partly 
taken  down  and  lying  in  the  pumping-  pit.     One  water 
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cylinder  had  been  broken,  and  by  direction  of  the  City 
Council  it  had  been  taken  out  in  November,  1897,  and  sent  to 
the  Holly  Company  at  Lockport,  N.  Y.,  in  order  that  a  new 
cylinder  might  be  made.  I  also  found  the  cylinder  of  the  air 
pumps  and  other  parts  of  the  machinery  on  this  pump  in  poor 
condition. 

I  found  pump  No.  1  at  this  station  also  in  poor  condition, 
although  it  was  kept  at  work  night  and  day.  The  pump 
plungers  were  worn,  permitting  the  water  to  slip  from  end  to 
end  of  pump  c}Tlinders  when  running,  and  the  cylinders 
of  the  air  pumps  and  other  parts  of  the  pump  were  badly 
worn  also. 

The  water  supply  at  this  station  originally  consisted  of 
102  two-inch  drive  wells.  Of  these,  two  had  been  cut  off, 
when  a  four-inch  well  with  a  Cook  strainer  was  put  down, 
and  later  two  more  were  were  cut  off  when  the  arch  was  built 
for  the  suction  main  from  the  deep  wells. 

In  the  nature  of  things  the  fine  wire  gauze  on  the  drive 
well  points  wears  out,  and  the  well  pipe  gradually  fills  with 
^sand  and  the  well  ceases  to  furnish  water.  When  this  occurs, 
the  old  well  should  at  once  be  pulled  up  and  a  new  one  put 
down.  However,  it  seems  that  as  these  drive  wells  gave  out 
from  time  to  time,  as  described,  they  were  shut  off  and 
abandoned,  until  there  wTere  forty-three  wells  of  the  battery 
thus  disabled  and  abandoned,  as  I  found  them.  To  make 
good  the  water  lost  by  the  abandonment  of  the  forty- 
three  two-inch  wells,  an  eight-inch  well,  known  as 
the  Shaw  well,  was  put  down  by  the  City  Council, 
to  the  depth  of  350  feet  into  sand  rock.  While 
this  well  yielded  a  fair  supply  of  water,  it  was  not 
sufficient  to  meet  the  said  loss,  and  the  City  Council,  during 
the  fall  and  winter  of  1897-8,  contracted  with  J.  P.  McCarthy 
to  put  down  six  eight-inch  wells  to  an  average  depth  of  350 
feet,  which  depth  on  the  four  wells  put  down  was  increased 
to  an  average  of  more  than  600  feet  each.  Three  of  these 
wells  yielded  only  an  average  of  about  115  gallons  each  per 
minute,  and  the  fourth  one  which  was  695  feet  deep,  yielded 
only  twenty-five  gallons  per  minute. 
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The  water  from  these  deep  wells  carried  about  twice 
as  much  lime  as  is  carried  by  the  water  from  the  drive  wells, 
and  it  caused  trouble  in  the  boilers.  There  was  another  well 
put  down  350  feet  by  McCarthy,  which  gave  no  water  and 
could  be  sunk  no  further  by  reason  of  a  drill  lost  in  it,  which 
could  not  be  recovered.  The  deep  wells  sunk  by  McCarthy 
cost  the  City  $6,380.50.  The  total  amount  of  water  furnished 
by  all  of  the  wells  at  this  station,  including-  the  remaining 
drive  wells,  fifty-rive  in  number,  averag-ed  only  1,081,000 
g-allons  per  twenty-four  hours  in  April,  1898,  as  I  ascertained. 
The  brick  well  pits  for  the  McCarthy  wells  were  not  all 
completed. 

At  the  Isabella  street  station  I  found  the  condition  still 
worse.  No  attempt  had  been  made  for  years  by  the  City 
Council  to  keep  this  station  in  repair.  I  found  pump  No.  2 
in  such  a  condition  that  it  had  been  shut  down  in  March, 
1897,  and  it  had  not  done  an  hour's  work  since  that  date. 
While  the  other  pump  was  working,  it  was  in  poor  condition, 
with  the  plungers  so  worn  that  the  water  churned  from  end 
to  end  of  the  water  cylinders  when  in  operation.  The  air 
pumps  and  boiler  water  feed  pumps  were  also  in  poor  con- 
dition, as  was  also  the  brick  work  of  the  boilers.  The 
condition  of  the  pump  was  such  as  to  need  more  than  the 
proper  amount  of  steem  to  run  it,  and  the  condition  of  the 
brick  work  of  the  boilers  caused  too  large  a  consumption  of 
coal  to  make  steam.  The  water  supply  at  this  station  con- 
sisted originally  of  sixteen  five-inch  wells.  Of  these,  two 
had  ceased  to  flow,  and  the  flow  of  the  remaining  wells  had 
been  so  reduced  by  the  rilling  of  the  wells  that  the  yield  was 
less  than  390,000  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours,  as  I 
ascertained  by  careful  examination. 

I  have  described,  as  briefly  as  possible,  the  condition  of 
the  mechanical  department  of  the  Waterworks,  in  order  that 
it  may  be  understood  what  has  caused  the  large  expense  of 
repair  at  the  pumping  stations,  with  the  cost  of  increase  of 
water  supply  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

I  also  found  that  the  revenue  department  of  the  Water- 
works needed  attention,  which  has  been  given  it,  with  the 
results  as  hereinafter  stated. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  assumed  control  of  the  Water- 
works without  one  dollar  of  money  on  hand  to  meet  expenses. 

I  will  now  state  what  has  been  done  during-  the  year  in 
the  matter  of  placing"  the  two  pumping  stations  in  working 
condition. 

MAIN  STREET  STATION. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  gave  its  attention  first  to  the 
water  supply  at  Main  street  station,  and  obtained  a  cancella- 
tion of  the  McCarthy  contract  for  putting  down  the  last  two 
deep  wells  contracted  for  by  the  City  Council.  The  McCarthy 
eight-inch  well,  350  feet  deep,  in  which  the  drill  had  been 
lost,  was  then  filled  with  broken  rock  to  within  100  feet  of  the 
ground  surface;  the  pipe  was  cut  and  a  twenty-foot,  eight-inch 
Cook  brass  strainer  put  down,  and  when  finished,  the  well 
was  properly  connected  to  the  suction  mains.  The  McCarthy 
eight-inch  well,  695  feet  deep,  yielded  on  test  only  twenty-five . 
gallons  per  minute,  which  was  but  a  little  more  than  the 
yield  of  one  two-inch  drive  well.  This  well  was  also  filled 
with  broken  rock  to  within  100  feet  of  ground  surface,  and 
the  well  pipe  then  cut  off  and  a  thirty-foot,  eight-inch  Cook 
brass  strainer  put  down,  and  when  finished,  the  well  was 
properly  connected  with  the  suction  mains.  These  two  wells 
were  so  treated  in  order  to  utilize  them,  as  they  were  other- 
wise useless,  and  besides,  in  so  doing  a  quick  increase  in 
water  supply  could  be  obtained,  which  was  badly  needed. 
These  two  wells  yield  water  from  the  same  gravel  vein  which 
supplies  water  for  the  battery  of  drive  wells.  A  brick  well 
pit  about  twenty-five  feet  deep  was  constructed  for  the  350- 
foot  well  so  utilized.  The  well  pits  for  the  other  McCarthy 
wells  had  been  partially  constructed  by  the  City  Council. 
These  were  then  completed  and  the  iron  circles  and  covers  for 
the  wells  ordered  by  the  City  Council  were  paid  for  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  placed  in  position  in  order  to  complete 
all  of  the  McCarthy  wells. 

The  new  water  cylinder  for  pump  No.  2  at  this  station 
ordered  by  the  City  Council  in  November,  1897,  was  received 
on  May  6,  1898.  The  Board  paid  for  said  water  cylinder, 
and  the  freight  thereon  and  the  expense  of  placing  same 
in  position.    The  total  expense  thereof,  including  new  valves 
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for  the  cylinders  which  were  needed  amounted  to  $1,149.87. 
The  four  air  pump  cylinders  on  each  pump  were  so  worn  in 
the  middle  that  if  the  pistons  were  packed  to  properly  fill  the 
cylinders  in  the  center,  they  would  crowd  at  the  ends.  All  of 
these  cylinders  have  been  re-bored,  and  various  other  repairs 
on  the  steam  end  of  the  pumps  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  Brass,  sleeves  have  been  placed  on  the  water  plungers 
and  brass  linings  placed  in  the  water  cylinders  of  pump 
No.  1.  I  ascertained  that  pump  No.  1  consumed  much  more 
coal  during  each  run  of  twenty-four  hours  than  did  pump 
No.  2,  and  I  desired  to  know  the  cause,  as  every  effect  must 
have  a  cause.  I  first  inquired  the  cause  of  Engineer  Ed. 
Rathburn  at  this  station.  He  informed  me  that  this  pump 
had  been  in  this  condition  for  a  long  time;  that  he  and  form- 
er Chief  Engineer  Duff  had  known  it  for  years,  but  could  not 
discover  the  cause.  I  then  applied  to  Engineer  Nels  Wilkin- 
son, the  other  engineer  at  the  station,  arid  to  him  and  his  skill 
and  ability  belongs  the  credit  of  locating  the  difficulty.  He 
at  once  proposed  to  find  the  cause,  if  permitted  to  make  the 
attempt,  and  under  instructions  given  him,  he  at  once 
proceeded  with  the  work.  The  pump  was  partly  taken  down, 
and  he  found  that  both  intermediate  valves  and  valve  seats  be- 
tween the  two  high  and  two  low  pressure  cylinders  of  the  pump 
and  the  low  pressure  valves  and  valve  seats  between  both  low 
pressure  cylinders  and  the  condensers  were  badly  cut  and 
worn,  and  that  there  were  two  holes,  each  three-eighths  of  an 
inch  in  diameter,  cut  through  one  low  pressure  steam  jacket, 
and  a  hole  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  diameter  cut  through 
the  other  low  pressure  steam  jacket,  so  that  the  steam  was 
shooting  through  the  cylinders  into  the  condensers  and 
destroying  the  soft  rubber  condenser  pump  valves,  and  also 
destroying  the  vacuum  in  the  low  pressure  cylinders.  The 
pump  had  been  in  this  condition  for  a  long  time.  These 
defects  were  all  repaired  at  an  expense  of  less  than  $100. 
These  repairs  were  completed  and  the  pump  put  in  mo- 
tion on  February  22,  1899,  and  careful  tests  have  been 
made  and  the  working  of  the  pump  now  as  compared  with  its 
work  done  prior  to  the  said  repair  shows  a  saving  of  2,700 
pounds  of  coal  in  each  twenty-four  hours,  besides  a  saving  of 
between  40,000  and  50,000  gallons  of  water  heretofore  used

extra  on  the  condensers  each  twenty-four  hours.  The  pump 
also  produces  some  70,000  gallons  more  water  per  twenty-four 
hours  than  before  the  increased  production,  being-  caused  by 
the  brass  sleeves  and  linings  just  placed  in  the  pump. 

All  of  the  drive  wells  were  first  examined  and  pumped  by 
hand  pumps  to  determine  exactly  what  ones  were  still  flowing 
and  what  ones  were  not,  and  two  wells  then  connected  were 
shut  off,  and  two  that  had  been  cut  off  were  found  to  be  good 
and  were  connected  again,  leaving  the  number  of  flowing  wells 
the  same.  As  heretofore  stated,  forty-three  of  the  two-inch 
drive  wells  had  been  cut  off  and  abandoned,  and  an  attempt 
had  been  made  to  increase  the  water  supply  from  deep  eight- 
inch  wells,  it  being  claimed  that  the  water  supply  in  the 
gravel  vein  was  giving  out,  and  that  the  pumps  were  lifting 
water  twenty-seven  and  one-half  feet,  or  to  the  practical 
limit.  It  was  true  that  the  vacuum  gauge  on  the  suction 
main  showed  twenty-five  inches,  indicating  a  lift  of  twenty- 
seven  and  one-half  feet,  but  it  was  not  because  of  lack  of 
water  in  the  gravel  vein.  Each  drive  well  had  a  vertical 
check  valve  on  its  two-inch  vertical  well  pipe,  but  because  of 
the  limited  opening  in  the  check  valve  the  flow  of  water  was 
very  much  restricted,  and  was  subject  to  great  friction,  and 
caused  an  apparent  high  lift  of  the  water.  Knowing  this,  I 
have  for  years  endeavored  to  persuade  the  chairmen  of 
different  water  committees  of  the  Council  to  remove  these 
check  valves,  but  without  avail.  All  of  these  check  valves 
have  now  been  removed,  and  swinging  check  valves,  which 
give  a  free  flow  to  the  water,  have  been  placed  on  the 
horizontal  pipe  of  the  wells.  All  new  wells  put  down 
are  also  supplied  with  swinging  check  valves.  After  the 
change  had  been  made  as  stated,  and  when  there  were  thirty 
new  two-inch  wells  connected  to  the  suction  main,  the 
engineer  in  charge  ran  the  pump  at  a  speed  to  produce 
1,698,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours  with  the  vacuum 
gauge  standing  at  only  eighteen  inches,  which  indicated  a 
lift  of  water  of  less  than  twenty  feet. 

Being  satisfied  as  to  the  quantity  of  water  in  the  gravel 
vein,  the  Board  of  Trustees  directed  that  the  battery  of  two- 
inch  wells  be  restored  by  putting  down  to  an  average  depth  of 
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ninety  feet  new  two-inch  wells,  supplied  with  twelve-foot  Cook 
strainers.  This  work  has  progressed  steadily,  except  when  it 
has  been  necessary  to  put  the  men  at  other  work  of  equal  or 
of  more  immediate  importance.  At  the  time  of  writing 
thirty-two  new  wells  have  been  put  down,  and  of  the  number, 
thirty  have  been  connected  to  the  suction  mains.  The  work 
will  be  continued  until  the  battery  is  fully  restored,  and 
whenever  a  gauze  wire  point  on  any  of  the  remaining  old 
wells  gives  out,  it  will  be  replaced  at  once  with  a  new  well 
with  a  Cook  strainer,  and  the  well  battery  will  be  maintained. 

I  rind  by  measurement  that  the  flow  of  water  from  a  two- 
inch  well  with  a  Cook  strainer  is  more  than  double  the  How 
from  a  well  with  a  gauze  wire  point ;  and  further,  that  six 
new  two-inch  wells  produce  as  much  or  more  water  as  one 
eight-inch  deep  well. 

The  work  of  putting  down  new  two-inch  wells  has  been 
done  by  the  men  of  the  Water  Department,  as  it  now  has  its 
own  tools  and  apparatus  for  such  work.  The  men  have 
become  expert  in  the  work,  and  it  can  be  done  more  cheaply 
and  satisfactorily  by  them  than  it  can  be  done  by  contract. 
The  new  wells  have  cost  about  $30  each.  The  exact  cost  of 
the  work  will  be  known  when  the  work  is  completed.  By  the 
work  done  so  far  the  supply  of  water  has  been  increased  from 
an  average  of  1,081,000  gallons  each  twenty-four  hours  in 
April,  1898,  to  an  average  of  1,572,500  gallons  per  twenty- 
four  hours  in  April,  1899. 

The  item  of  drive  well  repairs  hereinafter  set  forth 
includes  not  only  the  cost  of  the  new  wells  and  points  and 
material  for  ten  more  wells,  but  also  includes  expense  of 
pumping  all  wells  of  the  battery,  both  good  and  bad  (to 
determine  their  condition"),  and  the  expense  of  swinging 
check  valves  and  new  connection  pipes  to  suction  main  of  all 
old  wells,  and  labor  of  placing  same. 

When  the  battery  of  two-inch  wells  is  fully  restored,  it  is 
expected  that  there  will  be  water  sufficient  to  till  the  pumps 
to  their  capacity,  and  the  department  will  be  able  to  cut  off 
the  three  deep  McCarthy  wells. 

A  material  house  and  tool  shed  have  been  built  at  the  Main 
street  station;  also  a  substantial  plank  fence  eight  feet  high 
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has  been  built  around  the  station,  and  the  fence,  buildings 
and  shed  have  been  painted.  It  was  necessary  to  build  these 
in  order  to  have  a  place  in  which  to  safely  keep  the  material 
and  tools  of  the  Department. 

Some  years  past  the  City  purchased  a  large  platform 
scale  on  which  to  weigh  the  coal  used  at  Main  street  station, 
but  it  was  placed  in  the  public  alley,  which  was  an  improper 
place  for  it,  and  it  became  disabled.  It  has  been  taken  out 
and  placed  at  the  coal  house  and  put  in  repair,  and  all  coal 
for  this  station  is  now  reweighed  thereon. 

When  the  works  were  first  built  a  car  was  provided  for 
the  coal  house  at  this  station,  and  a  small  platform  scale  was 
also  provided  on  which  to  weigh  the  cars  of  coal  as  the  same 
were  taken  to  the  boiler  room.  Some  two  years  or  more  ago 
the  coal  car  and  scale  was  abandoned,  and  since  then  the  coal 
has  been  taken  to  the  boiler  room  by  means  of  an  iron  bucket 
swinging  from  a  suspended  iron  bar.  This  apparatus  cost 
about  $75.  The  bucket  was  supposed  to  hold  445  pounds  of 
coal,  and  the  amount  of  coal  consumed  per  twenty-four  hours 
was  ascertained  by  counting  the  bucketfuls  used,  which  at  best 
was  but  a  poor  guess  on  the  quantity.  At  an  expense  of 
about  $20  the  scale  was  repaired  and  a  track  for  the  coal  car 
was  laid,  made  of  light  street  car  rails,  and  now  the  coal  is 
weighed  to  the  boilers. 

ISABELLA  STKEET  STATION. 

At  the  Isabella  street  station  brass  sleeves  have  been 
placed  on  the  pump  plungers ;  also  brass  linings  in  the  water 
cylinders  of  both  pumps,  and  the  air  pumps,  the  boiler  feed 
pumps  and  various  other  parts  of  the  pumps  have  been 
repaired.  Valves  have  been  put  on  the  main  steam  pipe  to 
protect  the  throttle  valves  of  the  engines.  The  brick  work  of 
the  boilers  has  been  taken  down  and  the  boilers  have  been  set 
up  anew,  each  by  itself  instead  of  together,  as  heretofore.  If 
anything  should  happen  to  either  boiler,  it  can  be  repaired 
without  shutting  down  the  plant.  The  brick  pavement  of  the 
boiler  room  was  relaid  in  order  that  it  might  drain  properly, 
and  the  side  walls  of  the  pumping  pit  were  cemented  where 
the  old  cement  had  broken  and  scaled  off.  With  some  con- 
demned steam  pipe  lying  at  Main  street  station  a  sewer  was 
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made  at  Isabella  street  station  to  carry  off  all  washings  from 
the  boiler  room.  The  escape  steam  pipe  formerly  went 
through  the  roof  at  the  station,  and  the  condensed  steam  kept 
the  shingles  wet  and  caused  them  to  rot.  This  has  been 
changed  and  the  steam  now  escapes  throug-h  a  pipe  under 
ground  laid  beside  the  sewer  pipe. 

The  quantity  of  water  running  away  from  the  condensers 
at  this  station  seemed  to  be  so  great  that  a  large  meter  was 
placed  upon  the  discharge  pipe,  and  it  was  found  that  more 
than  80,000  gallons  of  water  was  going  to  waste  and  into  the 
river  each  24  hours.  With  the  aid  of  Engineer  Doolittle  at 
this  station,  a  tank  with  suitable  pipes  and  valves  was  devised 
and  constructed,  and  this  water  is  now  turned  back  into  the 
mains  and  saved.  The  suction  chamber  on  the  suction  main 
at  this  station  is  enclosed  in  a  pit,  which  had  a  plank  roof 
covered  with  about  two  feet  of  earth,  but  the  timber  and 
planking  had  become  somewhat  rotten  and  began  giving 
away.  The  dirt  was  removed  and  a  temporary  cover  placed 
over  the  pit  for  the  winter,  which  cover  will  need  to  be  com- 
pleted the  coming  summer. 

Attention  has  also  been  given  to  the  water  supply  at  this 
station.  Each  well  was  disconnected  from  the  suction  main 
and  cleaned  out  by  means  of  a  sand  bucket,  and  then 
thoroughly  pumped.  From  six  inches  up  to  ten  feet  of 
accumulation  of  sand  and  fine  gravel  was  taken  from  fourteen 
of  the  wells.  Another  well  had  been  cut  off,  as  it  had  ceased 
to  furnish  any  water.  This  well  was  also  cleaned  by  means 
of  the  sand  bucket,  and  the  well  restored.  The  remaining 
well,  which  had  also  ceased  to  yield  water,  was  disconnected, 
and  when  the  three-inch  suction  pipe  was  taken  out,  in  order 
to  use  sand  bucket  in  the  well,  it  was  found  to  be  stopped  up 
by  a  full  length  of  two-inch  pipe,  which  had  been  lost  down 
in  the  five-inch  well  sometime  in  the  past.  Whoever  lost  the 
pipe  in  the  well  neglected  to  get  it  out,  but  slipped  the  three- 
inch  suction  pipe  down  over  the  two-inch  pipe,  and  the  space 
between  the  two  gradually  rilled  and  became  solid.  This  was 
also  restored,  and  proved  to  be  a  good  one. 

The  supply  of  water  at  the  Isabella  street  station  has 
been  increased  from  an  average  of  less  than  390,000  gallons 
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per  twenty-four  hours  in  April,  1898,  to  an  average  of 
720,000  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours  in  April,  1899.  The 
repair  of  the  boilers  was  completed  and  the  station  again  put 
in  operation  December  19,  1898.  A  comparison  of  the 
amount  of  coal  consumed  at  this  station  prior  to  the  repair  of 
the  boilers  and  pumps  with  the  amount  consumed  after  such 
repairs  had  been  made,  shows  a  saving  of  more  than  1,800 
pounds  of  coal  each  twenty-four  hours  run,  besides  the  large 
increase  in  water  production. 

A  small  platform  scale  has  also  been  placed  at  this 
station,  and  here  the  coal  is  also  weighed  to  the  boiler  room. 

It  was  only  a  good  business  proposition  to  put  both 
pumping  stations  in  repair.  The  City  is  not  able  to  meet  the 
demand  for  water  at  all  times  without  the  aid  of  the  Isabella 
street  station,  and  there  would  be  little  sense  in  leaving  it  in 
its  former  condition. 

A  two-inch  hot  water  meter  has  been  placed  upon  the 
boiler  feed  pipe  at  each  station.  By  knowing  the  pounds  of 
coal  consumed  and  gallons  of  water  evaporated  in  the  boilers 
and  work  done  by  the  pumps  each  twenty-four  hours,  the 
economical  quality  and  value  of  coal  used  and  the  efficiency 
of  the  firemen  can  better  be  determined. 

The  work  of  repair  has  progressed  steadily  from  the 
beginning,  but  necessarialy  slow,  in  order  not  to  interfere 
with  the  ability  of  the  stations  to  supply  water  to  the  people 
of  the  City.  The  expense  of  repairs  may  seem  large,  but  it 
was  unavoidable.  It  may  be  noted  that  during  the  year  one 
piece  of  work  was  done  which  cost  $160.  In  May,  1897,  the 
City  Council  had  the  same  kind  of  work  done,  no  more,  and 
no  less,  but  identically  the  same,  for  which  it  paid  $310.  Of 
course,  during  the  year  there  has  been  work  done  at  the  Main 
street  station  to  repair  breaks  which  have  occurred,  or  to 
repair  parts  which  have  been  worn  during  the  year.  A 
rocker  in  pump  No.  1  was  broken  in  November  last,  and 
a  new  one  was  made,  costing  $18.35.  A  pillar  block  on  each 
pump  at  Main  street  station  was  discovered  to  be  cracked,  but 
when  it  occurred  it  is  not  known.  Two  new  ones  have  been 
made  at  an  expense  of  $77.65.  With  proper  care  and  with 
moderate  expense  it  would  seem  that  the  machinery  at  both 
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stations  is  still  good  for  several  years  of  service.  During-  the 
year  various  tools  and  apparatus,  including-  a  new  wagon, 
have  been  bought  for  the  Water  Department. 

No  cast  iron  water  mains  have  been  laid  during  the  year, 
but  the  Department  put  in  4,596  feet  of  two-inch  and  151 
feet  of  one  and  one-fourth-inch  galvanized  iron  water  pipes 
where  the  demand  for  water  was  sufficient  to  pay  for 
so  doing. 

In  order  to  put  in  the  brick  arches  over  the  suction  mains 
from  deep  wells  at  Main  street  station,  it  was  necessary  to 
dig  deep  trenches  during  the  autumn  and  winter  of  1897-8. 
The  trenches  were  filled  during  cold  weather,  and  it  was  im- 
possible to  make  the  fill  solid,  and  during  last  summer  the 
filling  of  the  trenches  kept  settling.  This  caused  the 
discharge  mains  also  to  settle,  and  started  leaks  in  the  lead 
joints  several  times.  These  leaks  were  repaired  at  quite  an 
expense,  as  the  pipe  is  quite  deep  also. 

During  the  night  of  July  20,  1898,  the  plug  in  the 
sixteen-inch  cross  at  the  corner  of  Sioux  and  West  Sixth 
streets  came  out,  and  quite  a  large  quantity  of  water  escaped 
before  it  could  be  shut  off.  The  break  was  repaired  by  noon 
of  the  following  day.  Otherwise,  save  the  starting  of  lead 
joints  in  four  places,  which  were  quickly  repaired,  the  water 
mains  have  not  suffered  during  the  past  year.  During  the 
year  the  following  taps  have  been  made  to  water  mains,  viz: 
107  one-half-inch,  three  five-eighths-inch,  seven  three-quar- 
ter-inch, two  one-inch,  making  a  total  of  119  taps. 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  purchased  the 
following  Crown  meters:  114  five-eights-inch,  fourteen 
three-fourths-inch  and  one  three-inch;  also  one  one-half-inch, 
one  three-fourths-inch  and  one  one-inch  Neptune  meters. 
The  Department  has  sold  one  three-inch,  one  two-inch,  nine 
five-eights-inch  Crown  meters  to  water  consumers.  All  of 
these  meters  have  been  placed  for  consumers'  use.  There  are 
now  443  meters  in  use.  In  my  judgment,  meters  should  be 
placed  upon  all  service  pipes  where  there  is  a  sewer  connec- 
tion and  upon  all  service  pipes  for  lawn  sprinkling.  The 
Water  Departments  of  all  cities  are  recognizing  that  this 
should  be  done,  and  in  many  cities  meters  are  being  required 
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on  all  of  the  service  pipes  above  named.  If  this  was  done  in 
Sioux  City,  it  would  solve  the  problem  of  water  supply  for 
years  to  come.  The  careless,  useless,  and  in  many  cases  the 
wanton  waste  of  water  equals,  or  nearly  equals,  the  actual 
needful  use. 

The  fire  hydrants  have  been  carefully  watched,  and  only 
eight  hydrants  out  of  a  total  number  of  256  have  been  frozen 
during  the  winter,  although  the  cold  has  been  exceedingly 
severe. 

The  office  of  Chief  Engineer  has  been  abolished  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  as  unnecessary,  and  the  engineers  take 
their  orders  direct  from  the  Superintendent.  The  extra 
ten  dollars  per  month  heretofore  paid  the  Chief  Engineer  is 
now  divided  between  the  two  engineers  at  Main  street 
station,  and  instead  of  Chief  Engineer  doing  only  day  work 
and  the  assistant  engineer  doing  all  of  the  night  work,  each 
engineer  now  does  his  half  of  night  work. 

During  the  years  past  there  has  grown  up  in  the  Water 
Department  what  was  known  as  the  "free  list,"  which  included 
some  of  the  City  Officials.  There  was  found  included  in  this 
list  the  property  of  one  City  Official,  on  which  the  water 
rental  amounted  to  some  $75  per  annum.  The  so-called  "free 
list"  has  also  been  abolished  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

During  the  year  Main  street  station  has  been  in 
operation  8,301  hours,  has  consumed  2,132.1132  tons  of  coal, 
and  has  pumped  465,240,875  gallons  of  water.  Isabella  street 
station  has  been  in  operation  4,204  hours,  has  consumed 
1,069.1364  tons  of  coal,  and  has  pumped  125,058,145  gallons 
of  water. 

The  reservoir  has  been  cleaned  ten  times  since  April  1, 
1898,  and  the  water  has  been  kept  in  good  condition 
generally,  except  during  the  extreme  cold  in  the  month  of 
February  last,  when  it  was  impossible  to  empty  the  reservoir. 

A  record  book  has  been  prepared  containing  diagrams  of 
the  well  system  at  each  station,  with  each  well  numbered 
and  detailed  description  of  each  well. 

An  appropriate  book  has  been  prepared  for  each  pump- 
ing station,  in  which  is  kept  by  the  engineers  in  charge 
a  complete  record  of  the  coal  consumed,  the  water  evaporated 
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in  the  boilers  and  the  water  pumped  each  twenty-four  hours, 
which  is  reported  upon  proper  blanks  therefor  to  the  office, 
where  the  same  is  entered  of  record  in  a  suitable  book  now 
kept  for  that  purpose.  A  book  in  which  to  keep  a  record  of 
meters  has  been  obtained  during-  the  year,  and  also  two  new 
meter  registers  for  water  consumers.  There  are  records  of 
the  office  which  are  years  behind,  and  should  be  brought 
to  date,  and  there  are  other  records  which  have  never  been 
kept,  but  which  are  kept  by  Water  Departments,  and  should 
be  kept  by  this  Department,  and  the  longer  these  matters 
are  delayed  or  neglected  the  worse  it  becomes.  There  is 
much  more  office  work  than  can  be  done  either  by  the  past 
or  present  limited  office  force,  and  an  additional  clerk  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  enable  the  Department  to  be  run 
with  system  and  efficiency.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Sioux 
City,  Iowa. 

Gentlemen: — The  following-  report  of  the  Floyd  Cem- 
etery for  the  fiscal  year  commencing-  April  1,  1898,  and  ending 
March  31,  1899,  is  hereby  respectfully  submitted. 

INTERMENTS. 

There  has  been  one  hundred  and  seventy-three  in- 
terments, of  which  ninety-three  were  children  under  twelve 
years  of  age. 

LOTS. 

There  has  been  thirty-six  whole  and  fractional  lots  sold 
and  deeded  during  the  year  for  which  the  City  has  received 
the  sum  of  $312.50.  In  addition  to  this  there  has  been  seven- 
teen single  grave  lots  sold  for  the  sum  of  $42.50,  being 
a  total  of  $355. 

The  main  portion  of  these  lots  are  grounds  that  have 
been  previously  occupied  but  not  deeded.  There  still 
remains  over  $2,000  worth  of  ground  that  is  occupied  and  not 
accounted  for,  the  most  of  which  can,  in  time,  be  sold 
or  deeded  to  the  parties  occupying  them  as  fast  as  located. 

THE  POTTERS'  FIELD. 

The  ground  set  aside  for  Potters'  Feld  is  all  used  and 
more  ground  is  an  absolute  necessity.  I  would  recommend 
that  the  present  Potters'  Field  be  carefully  marked  with 
permanent  markers  numbered  for  each  grave,  the  ground 
thoroughly  smoothed  over  and  seeded  with  white  clover  and 
blue  grass,  thereby  greatly  improving  its  present  condition 
and  destroying  the  weeds  which  are  otherwise  certain  to 
be  a  continual  nuisance.

WALKS  AND  DRIVEWAYS. 

The  walks  and  driveways  were  kept  in  order  during*  the 
past  year  and  the  weeds  and  grass  cut  when  found  necessary. 

The  work  of  parking  and  beautifying-  the  grounds  was 
pursued  to  some  extent,  and  more  than  2,000  shade  and 
ornamental  trees  were  trimmed  and  cared  for.  All  sunken 
graves  were  refilled  and  the  Cemetery  kept  in  as  presentable 
shape  as  possible  with  the  limited  amount  of  help  employed. 

Three  hundred  feet  of  electric  rubber  hose  for  use  in  the 
cemetery,  new  pump  head  and  cylinder  for  repairs  and  use  in 
well,  one  dozen  new  hose  bib  faucets  and  some  piping  for 
repairs  and  water  mains  were  bought  during  the  year. 

The  total  amount  of  expenses  for  Floyd  Cemetery  for  the 
last  fiscal  year  being  $185.85.
